“T’ve narrowed down my answer 
to the bare essentials. The rest, 
screen acting aspirants must learn 
for themselves. The essentials are— 
learn your craft first where it is 
easiest, and that is the drama outlet 
in your community. If there is none, 
then choose the nearest place with 
a proper workshop. Then get on a 
public stage, be it the local stock 
company, a straw-hat show, radio or 
television station—whatever medium 
you can get into which will give you 
a chance for dramatic expression. 
From there on it is an uphill climb, 
depending on your talent—and good 
fortune.” 


Dana should know whereof he 
speaks. Early in life he threw away 
a lucrative practice as a Certified 
Public Accountant to become an 
actor. For seven long years he 
nearly starved as he learned his 
craft and finally got the break 
which started him on the road to 
stardom.
